'The Sheep Breeder says: 

“Here is a scene for our Eastern reade rs 
toimagine. ‘The Merced, Fresno Co.. Cal., 
Argus, of April 2, says: ‘Immense numbers 
of sheep belonging to Miller & Lux are be- 
ing sheared near here. There are 120 shear- 
ers employed to do the work, beside 25 or 
30 herders, graders, sweepe apd, of 
course, the usual number of gamblers. The 
men will have about 140,000 sheep to shear 
this year for the above firm. 


A study of the results of the analyses of 
fertilizers now going on at the Station, pub- 
lished in Bulletin No. 20, in last week’s is- 
sue, show quite conclusively that farmers 
will do well to use the old and reliable 
brands which have been sold so long among 
us, rather than to patronize the new or the 
low priced. A comparison of figures with 
Bulletin 19 will plainly show where the 
value can be obtained. 

A Faneuil Hall merchant, who has been 
engaged in the produce trade in Boston for 
thirty years, says that never but once in 
all this time has old cheese been so scarce 
as now. The exceptional instance was 
just at the close of the war, when it ran up 
several cents higher. Supplies are so small 
that good stock will easily bring sixteen 
to seventeen cents. That does not sound 
like overdoing the dairy business. The re- 
ceipts of new cheese are steadily increas- 
ing. 

While New York is promoting its dairy 
interests by legislation, Massachusetts does 
not propose to be outdone, so’ its legisla- 
ture is laboring to encourage its dog inter- 
ests by reducing the tax on licenses. In 
spite of the protests of the farmers of the 
State, Massachusetts seems kindly disposed 
towards the dog. Boston held a dog show 
last winter, presumably in the interest of 
the dog in the legislature, it seems. That 
State seems to be a good place for dogs. 
A Harvard student, it is said, has $125,000 
worth on hand at the present time. 


If any one wishes to eradicate witch-grass 
eflectually from a tract of land it can be 
done by summer fallowing and frequent 
workings of the soil. Plow the land care- 
fully, turning the furrows flat and smooth. 
Afterwards from time to time, and always 
before the grass has time to recover and 
get rooted again in the soil, give the land a 
thoroygh stirring with a spring-tooth or 
disk harrow. If this is repeated so often as 
to keep the grass covered, it will be entirely 
smothered in one summer. Should the 
season be wet it will require more frequent 
working than when dry. At the same time 
the land will be improved by the fallow. 


Mississippi has had a convention of grass 
growers, and a permanent organization has 
been effected, with Gen. S. D. Lee, Presi- 
dent of the Missouri Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College, as President. This is an 
important move in the development of the 
South. We believe Mississippi is the first 
of the cotton States to accept the fact which 
has been demonstrated the world over, that 
a continuously prosperous agriculture is 
based on grass and cattle. This State has 
been doing much in the last few years, not 
only in the introduction of the grasses, but 
also in cultivating among her people an ap- 
preciation of their importance. 

















Potatoes are usually denominated “an 
exhaustive crop.” That is, it is claimed 
that they leave the land exhausted of the 
elements of fertility more than any other 
crop. If this be so, it must be the fault 
of the farmer. When the farmer applies to 
the soil,in the form of manure, all the 
plant food required to make the crop, the 
land is not reduced by the operation. Pos- 
sibly the potato has a feeding power that 
enables it todraw upon the stored up fer- 
tility of the soil, to an extent that other 
plants cannot reach, yet that would by no 
means indicate that more of these elements 
were used up in its growth than with other 
crops. All plants are made up of the same 
elements, only varying in the proportions 
ofeach. What, then, do farmers mean by 
“an exhaustive crop?”

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Holstein Cattle. 

We have noted from time to time the in- 
troduction of Holstein cattle into our State, 
and have been pleased to find a wide-spread 
interest in this popular breed. There are, 
however, some important facts connected 
with these cattle that it will be well for all 
hands to take into account when consider- 
ing the merits of this class of stock and 
their adaptation to our conditions. This is 
referred to at this time, not to disparage 
the efforts now being made to introduce 
the stock, nor in the least to question their 
merits, but rather that they may be studied 
from a standpoint which will give conclu- 
sions which may be realized in the com- 
mon practice of the farm. 

In a prize essay written by T. M. Koldyk, 

Friesland, are some facts given which serve 
to indicate what may be expected from the 
cattle here among us. The Holstein-Fre- 
sian cattle, he says, are more the preduct 
of soil and climate, combined with careful 
management, than of scientific breeding. 
Holland’s magnificent pastures are the 
special feature that has tended to develop 
the black and white cattle into what they 
are. ‘To this may be added the most scrup- 
ulous care in regard to the comfort of the 
animals and in the supply of foods needed 
to carry on the remarkable work these 
cows are now doing. 
It will be borne in mind, then, that these 
cattle are inno sense changed by the re- 
moval from their native pastures to their 
new homes among us. If the cattle are to 
be kept up to their present condition, and 
their capacity for milk production is to be 
maintained, it will be done on the extreme 
care and generous feeding through which 
they were brought up to that standard. A 
careless dairyman, disgusted with the per- 
formance of his present stock in conse- 
quence of inattention to their wants, will 
find no relief from Holstein blood. 

There need be no hesitation, however, 
on this ground, for all good farmers have 
learned that stock must be generously fed 
if we will have it respond liberally. if we 
have not the luxuriant pasturage of Holland 
we have plenty of feed that will make its 
place good. This has been proved over 
and over again in the success secured with 
the numerous large herds now in the hands 
of importers and breeders. If we cannot 
feed and care for these cattle in precisely 
the same way it is done in Holland, we can 
modify those methods and conditions in a 
measure and still meet the native wants of 
the cattle. To the dairyman who is pre- 
pared and disposed to deal generously by 
his stock this breed offers good results from 
well directed efforts. 

Fruit Trees. 

The condition of fruit trees at the present 

time (May 21), is promising for another 
crop of fruit the present year. Following 
two bountiful crops in succession, it could 
hardly be expected that we would be again 
so favored thisseason. ‘Trees came through 
the winter in perfect condition. Indeed, 
we do not find a single twig, even of free 
growing plum trees, injured by the winter 
in any degree, and they are now showing 
promise of a full blossom. 
Of course under any care within our con- 
trol there will occasionally be a failure of 
the crop caused by the severity of the win- 
ter, or some unfavorable condition of 
weather later on, yet the experience of the 
past few years indicates that the better 
culture and more liberal fertilization 
now given to trees is a potent influence 
toward continuous production, and that 
failure to bear comes more frequently from 
a measure of neglect on the part of the 
owner than from obstructions thrown in 
by nature. Of late we have heard little 
among us of “odd years” and ‘‘off years,” 
for they have all been bearing years. ‘This 
could not, however, have been the case had 
not the trees been supplied with the needed 
material out of which to create the fruit. 
Here, then, is again an illustration, often 
shown on the ferm, that when we do our 
part well we are bountifully rewarded for 
the effort. When true causes are sought 
out, failure in whatever direction generally 
comes from neglect on our part. 


Look After the Stock. 


The stock is nearly all at pasture, but the 
grass is still scanty and innatritious, and 
can be at best only a partial substitute for 
the plentiful feeding the stock has had at 
the barn. The barn feed should be kept 
up, then, in a measure, so long as the cattle 
need it; and it is well to let the stock be 
the judge as to whether it is needed, and 
feed as long as they have an appetite for it. 
It should always be borne in mind that 
plentiful feeding pays the best; so whether 
the cattle are confined at the barn or are 
running at large in the pastures, they 
should at all times have enough to eat. 

Dairymen who are making a dependence 
on the income of their cows realize fully 
the force of continuous good feed, and 
generally supply it in some form wherever 
the cows\may run. But there are still too 
many farmers who are apparently trying 
to see how little feed cattle can live on. 
This is especially true with young stock, 
and there are still cows and steers that 
come in for a share of such neglect. It is 
from such treatment that the cheap young 
stock comes that is sold for the small 
prices, of which there is such complaint, 
and it is such farmers who cannot get any 
profit from a dairy.

Practical Dairy Co-operation in East 
Sangerville. 





We had the p of spending one of 
the first pleasant days that followed the 
long succession of storms, by wi 

been snowbound and homebound for 
weeks, with your correspondent, H. L. Le- 
land of East Sangerville. The readers of 
the Farmer vi well know Bro. L. to be 
enthusiastic in his desires and in his efferts 
for the improvement and advancement of 
the homes and acres, and the sons and 
daughters of farmers. He is not aspecula- 
tive enthusiast, but rather, very practical. 
He and his brother, J. D. Leland, divided 
their father’s farm, making two home- 
steads of the one; and their sons a 
chasing adjoining lands and neighboring 
mesteads, have been enabled thus to plant 
new homes in their immediate vicinity, in 
which a new generation of Lelands are 
taking the first lessons of life. The Leland 
brothers and their sons who are settled 
about them, and those who remain at home, 
all take to farming—and to progressive 
farming—as naturally as ducks to water. 

For some years they have been engaged 
chiefly in the production of milk. Living 
in the vicinity of the East Sangerville 
cheese factory, the business has proved 
very satisfactory and also very convenient ; 
removing the care and labor of handling 
the milk products from their homes to the 
factory during the cheese-making season. 
For the remainder of the year they seemed 
obliged to follow butter dairying at home, 
which beside being too laborious, is neither 
practical nor profitable in these days of 
associated dairying. But within a few 
months they (the four Leland families) 
have commenced the work of associated 
butter making on a small scale. They 
have about 30 cows in all, some of them 
not in milk at present. ‘The butter is man- 
ufactured for the time being at H. L. Le- 
land’s. They have a convenient room 
furnished for the business with a Stoddard 
churn of about 40 lbs. capacity, a Kiner- 
son mould and stamp that turns out one- 

uarter lb. prints, and atin curing tank 

t will hold sufficient cream for two 
churnings. The butter is worked be 
roller process, and shipped in Arctic boxes 
manufactured by Coller and Crockett. 
They churn four times a week, making 
about 160 lbs. of first class butter, beauti- 
ful to the sight and delicious to the taste. 
The cows are grade Jerseys. They receive 
the best of care, are well fed on hay and 
rovender rations, kept in neat stables, and 
are as clean as when at pasture. They have 
have procured some of the best stgains of Jer- 
seys in New Engiand, and are rearing heifers 
with the view of increasing the quantity 
and quality of the butter product. Cooley 
creamers are used for setting the milk. C. 
H. Leland, son of H. L. Leland, “runs the 
factory.” 

**Bert” has had considerable experience 
in manufacturing milk products in both 
cheese and butter factories. He served an 
apprenticeship with one of the best butter 
makers in the State,and had charge ofa 
butter factory for a time, in which he was 
very successful. ‘They are unable at pres- 
ent to supply the demand for their make. 
Samples from the Leland butter factory 
were sent to parties in Bangor, who pro- 
nounced it equal to the best State cream- 
eries, and desired to engage all they could 
furnish. Foxcroft parties, who have been 
using this butter, express the highest satis- 
faction with it. Sec. Gilbert advised these 
parties, when visiting their place some 
time since, to go into their present arrange- 
ments. But instead of doing so at once, 
they assisted in establishing the Foxcroft 
Butter Factory. Since acting upon the 
Secretary's suggestions, they find their 
dairy operations more remunerative, and 
the working and the results of their associa- 
tion entirely ~"-y >}! to all concerned. 
From the cows to the butter every detail 
of the business is managed with neatness 
and dispatch, and according to the most 
approved methods. And it is to be hoped 
that this enterprise will prove the nucleus 
of a business that shall in time extend not 
only through Sangerville, but into the ad- 
joining towns, and be influential in bring- 
ing the selection and rearing of cows, and 
the methods of caring for milk and of man- 
ufacturing milk products, to a higher stand- 
ard than has hitherto prevailed, with some 
exceptions, in this region.

Does Paris Green Cause Potato Rot? 


- Having recently had our attention called 
to this question, we have learned that 
great many people are of the opinion that 
Paris does, in some manner, cause 
potatoes to rot. Let us see if there are any 

It is at 
present acknowledged that the potato rot 
( Peronospora infestans) is a fungus disease, 
which commences in the leaves and extends 
downward through the plant to the tubers. 
We are told by men of scienve that the 
disease is propagated by means of spores 
which settle upon the leaves of the potato 
plant. Now, as these nape are developed, 
or rendered active, by the moisture in the 
atmosphere, it follows that in time of dry- 
ness they may be present for some length 
of time without becoming active. In cases 
where the spores of the disease are present 
on the plant, the application of Paris se 
in a solution of water will develop \. 
But it will be borne in mind that this is not 
owing to the poison_in the water, but to 
the water itself which furnishes the 
quisite amount of moisture to render the

If colts one year old, or coming two, can 
be sold readily for one hundred twenty- 
five to fifty dollars, then is the time to sell. 
This is not a fancy price, but may be real- 
ized by almost every breeder who has a 
well bred, sound, good sized brood mare, 
and breeds to one of the better class of 
stallions. For one year’s growth, one 
hundred and fifty dollars is a big profit, 
and farmers will do weil to sell when such 
chances offer themselves. The training 
and development of the colt is, in the great 
majority of cases, atte: with expense 
that not only eats up the profit, but the 
animal, and even then it may be a failure, 
for, ofttimes, itis only when a horse has 
passed through the hands of several train- 
ers that it begins to develep speed. The 
chances of accidents are not to be over- 
looked, while the hay and grain account 
increases rapidly. 

The fact is, a large per cent. of our wean- 
lings, bred from popular strains, sell for 
one hundred dollars or more, and into 
the hands of experts, who, handling a large 
number at a time, reduce all items of ex- 
pense, save feed, to the minimum, and 
thus make the business profitable. This, 
the average farmer cannot do, and there- 
fore, as we urge the value of horse breed- 
ing, we also urge the sellirg of colts at an 
earl . whenever a fair profit may be 
mens Aas The man who follows this course 
for a term of years, will, in the end, out- 
strip his neighbor, who holds his colts 
until maturity, and then attempts to train 
and develop them before putting on the 
market. The chances here are all against 
success, while on the other hand success is 
almost certain, all that is necessary being 
good brood mares, and the use of choice 
stallions. 


Care of Brood Mares and Colts. 


Give the brood mares an extra chance 
until the colts are well on their feet, and 
growing rapidly. A little neglect now 
will be seriously felt afew years hence. 
Don’t be afraid of a judicious, yet liberal 
feeding of grain. Feed the brood mares 
for milk as well as to keep up their 
strength, and in addition, let the colts have 
achance at the calf feeder once a day at 
least. The skim milk fed in this way will 
be worth dollars before fall, in the in- 
creased gee secured. Every man rais- 
ing a colt, and having a few quarts of skim 
daily to spare, will find the calf feeder 
the most profitable implement about the 
farm. We cannot make growth too rapidly, 
provided it be of muscle and bone, not fat. 
There is no food sg good for young stock 
as milk, and with Jersey cows, that which 
is skimmed is far preferable to the fresh 
article. Sweet skim milk will make rapid 
growth with any stock. In addition to the 
milk fed the colt, oats ground should be 
fed the mare to keep up her flesh and pro- 
mote a good flow of milk. In this way, 
with care in working and driving, growth 
may be secured that will make colt raising 
one of the most profitable features of farm 
work. 

A stunted, neglected animal is always 
grown ata loss. The few dollars saved in 
grain and feed during the first vear, is lost 
many times over before the colt comes to 
maturity. Growth, not fat, is what we 
want, no matter what the stock, and the 
more rapid the growth, provided it be 
healthy, the better for all concerned. The 
art to be learned is to bring our stock to 
maturity as early as possible, aiming al- 
ways to secure the completest growth of 
bone and muscle. Doing this we shall 
solve the art of making herse breeding pro- 
fitable. To secure this growth the dams 
must receive careful attention. The colts 
have been developing for a a time, and 
the care and treatment, work and feed given 
the mare, very largely tell the story of 
profit or loss with the colt. So, then, give 
the brood mares your special attention. 
feed them generously, yet not to fatten. 
Work them carefully to keep in the best 
health, and the colts will repay, with more 
than legal interest, for all extra expense 
and time.

Poultry Houses. 


During the coming season a large num- 
ber of poultry houses will be erected, and 
it is but right thata word of caution be 
uttered against the tendency to expensive 
buildings. If one has wealth, then the 
item of expense of course is not of the im- 
portance which men of ordinary means 
should attach to it. While ouiside adorp- 
ments, paint and finish, add much to the 
attractiveness of the place, yet they do not 
constitute the essentials. What we want 
most is good poultry. Every dollar ex- 
pended in buildings over and above what is 
necessary for health and comfort, is so 
much of a load for the poultry account to 
carry. If we are seeking profit in the 
business, then the interest account should 
be carefully considered. It is much easier 
to add te than to take from. For this rea- 
son we advocate inexpensive buildings, 
made warm and comfortable. Then, when 
established in the business, and one has 
learned how to make it profitable, the at- 
tractions may be added and appreciated. 
We want first of all to learn the business 
and know what per cent. of profit we can 
secure. Knowing this we can then launch 
out at will, and have no cause for regrets. 

Poultry Hints. 

Incestuous breeding will surety result in 
weakened powers of reproduction, and 
this, followed for a term of years, will de- 
stroy all the individual characteristics of 
the breed. Now that our hens are out on 
the ground there will be less cause for com- 
plaints, as the work they will do will give 
stronger constitutions, and eggs having 
more vitality. The fact that chicks form in 
the shell and partially mature, indicates that 
either the nests were neglected,.and the 
eggs chilled, or that the parent stock was 
wanting in vigor. So many things enter 
in to make or mar, that it is difficult to

In a late article by H. A. Mansfield, 
Waltham, Mass., one of the leading breed-

“Re ing size and weight, I consider 
an excessively fat fowl much less desirable 
thanan undersized one for any te. oe 
and would advocate a plan that would cut 
four points per pound for fat if we cut two 

ints per pound for undersize. I have 
eard breeders say it is too late in the sea- 
son to hold an exhibition in February be- 
cause there is not time enough to reduce 
their birds from their ‘fat show condition’ 
to proper breeding condition in season to 
get eggs for early chickens. If our shows 
are to be ‘fat-stock shows’ that is one 
thing, but if ‘condition’ means breeding con- 
dition, that is quite another thing. At 
exhibitions of horses, cattle and swine, 
the specimens that win the highest prizes 
are not in the fat class, but are often the 
leanest specimens that are in the best con- 
dition for breeding, and these are the 
specimens that are the most interesting to 
stock breeders and command the highest 
prices.” 





Farmers’ Institutes. 

In speaking of the marked success of 
the Farmers’ Institutes held during the 
past winter in Wisconsin, the Breeders’ Ga- 
zette has the following to say of institutes 
in general and the effects of their work : 

it is claimed that over fifty thousand 
farmers attended the institutes held in Wis- 
consin under State authority the past sea- 
son, and the increased attention and study 
given to agricultural questions has justified 
an increased appropriation for a still more 
extended series of institutes next winter. 
(here can be no doubt about their resultin, 
in much good. There is no class in which 
the weal or woe of the State is so insepa- 
rably connected as that of the class which 
tills the soil, and the commonwealth can 
well afford to encourage and assist whatever 
will tend to the development and introduc- 
tion of improved farming methods. We do 
not believe the farmers of Wisconsin to be 
one whit behind those of other States, but 
anyone attendiug these institutes or reading 
the reports cannot fail to have observed the 
wide difference prevailing in even ordinary 
farm practices. These differences indicate 
a lack of method and system and accurate 
observation and calculation, without which 
there must be much misdirected effort and 
a failure to make the most of opportunities. 
Whatever, therefore, leads vo comparison 
and discussion will be the means of im- 
provement. And these institutes, held in 
different parts of the State, are awakening a 
spirit of inquiry which promises to result in 
the largest advantage ; for they are not only 
showing farmers that there are many things 
which they ought to know, but they are de- 
veloping every where a disposition and desire 
tolearn. Lf there could be a well-conducted 
institute held in every county or consider- 
able neighborhood once a week, at which 
farmers could meet, discuss their different 
methods, relate their different experiences, 
and learn of what farmers en in simi- 
lar lines are accomplishing in the great world 
vutside, it would be impossible to over-esti- 
mate the benefits which would accrue. 
ihe only fault which can be found with 
the institutes is that they cannot be held 
often enough. ‘There is too long an inter- 
val between them. However, farmers de- 
sirous of learning and anxious to know 
what others are doing, and whether, and 
in what regard their own methods can be 
improved, are not limited to the seldom re- 
curring institutes as a means of education 
and information. 


Maine Agricultural News. 

—The Buxton and Hollis Agricultural 
Society has bought the property known as 
the George Buzzell farm, situated on the 
road leading to Buxton Lower Corner and 
about one-half mile nearer Saco than the 
old grounds of the association. Ground 
will be broken next month for the laying 
out of a half-mile track, which when com- 
pleted will be the equal of any similar track 
in the State. Sheds and buildings are to be 
erected and everything completed before 
the date fixed for the annual fall meeting. 
The dates for the fair are already fixed for 
October 4th, 5th and 6th.

The President Tuesday denied the appli- 
cation for a pardon in the case of James J. 
Stanley, convicted April 13 of fraudulent 
register, and sentenced to 90 days in jail at 
St. Louis. The President says: “I cannot 
pardon a crime against the election laws 
except in cases presenting unusually strong 
considerations for clemency. Such offences 
are the worst of all crimes.” 


The Sands family have just inherited 
$75,000,000 in England. Some five hun- 
dred of the family reside in Maine.

SHAD FOR THE KENNEBEC. A special 
car belonging to the U. 8. Fish Commis- 
sioners, and in charge of Mr. J. F. Ellis of 
the Smithsonian Institute, Washington, and 
equipped for the purpose of hatching and 
transporting fish and spawn, reached this 
city on Monday, for the purpose of placing 
small fry in Maine rivers. The car left 





were carefully kept in the “refrigerator” 
beneath the floor of the car, and Monday 
morning were emptied into the Kennebec, 
between 8 and 9 o'clock, about half an 
hour being consumed in the operation. 
The car set on the ust below 
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purchasing stock, hoping to obtain large 
rates of interest on their money, then 
Mount Desert teaches that instead of seek- 
ing these investments outside of the State 
of Maine, it is wiser and better judgment to 
purchase the stock and the land here in 
Maine. A land speculation is now sweep- 
ing over the whole country; we know of 
many men who have invested thousands 
and thousands of dollars in various sections 
of the West; it would have been much 
better for them and for the State, had they 
purchased lands in their own State, for 
Maine has a variety of opportunities. Our 
timber lands, the land along our coast, and 
especially land anywhere upon the island 
of Mt. Desert. At Bar Harbor, land, which 
a few years ago was selling for one dollar 
to twenty-five per acre, now readily com- 
mands from three hundred to three thou- 
sand dollars per acre, and even these prices 
do not compare with the prices of land at 
either Newport or Saratoga, or other large 
watering resorts. 

Citizens of Maine annually put hundreds 
of thousands of dollars into land companies, 
going to Boston to buy stock in the West 
End or in the Frenchman’s Bay, or in the 
San Diego, or in the Boston Water Power, 
or in the various other land companies of 
the country. They overlook the fact that 
in their own State, here at Bar Harbor, are 
young men who, having had great experi- 
ence in dealing in securities in and around 
that section, have, for the development of 
the island, established a company, and are 
selling the stock and investing its proceeds 
wisely in the purchase of land and property 
upon the island, and so carefully managing 
the affairs of the company that they believe 
they can return to the investors fifteen, 
twenty, and even twenty-five per cent. It 
is better to invest within our own State, if 
we can obtain the same opportunities for 
gain, than jit is to seek investment beyond 
our borders, leaving others to reap the 
profit; for if these investments are made 
here in Maine, whatever profits are made 
are made by citizens of Maine, and the 
whole property is kept within our own 
State, to add to its development and in- 
crease its wealth; ultimately this property 
will pass into the hands of the non-resi- 
dents—men and women of large wealth 
living in various sections of the country, 
who come here to spend the summer 
months.
